licall, to ſaye the labour of their devotions,is 
bur a poore and groundleſſe requiſition, 
Thoſe formes which we have under the 
names of S*. James, (who was, as Fgeſippus 
cells us, the firſt Biſhop and Leityrgus of FHie- 
ruſalem) of Baſil, and Chryſoſtome though they 
have ſome interſertions which are plainly 
ſpurious, yet the ſubſtance of them cannot 
be taxed for other then holy, and ancient : 
And the implication of the ancient Councell 
of Ancyra is worthy of oblervation, which 
forbids thoſe Presbyters that had once ſacri- 
fced, ae5oqzptr, ound, 1 AuTypyar Th THI teeg- 
Lewy Mirvo), to offer,or to preach, or to lerve 
in the holy Liturgies, or adminiſtrations; 
Howlſoever, I per[wade my lelfe every inge- 
nuous reader finds reaſon and authoritie e- 
nough in this undeniable praRtiſe ofantiqui- 
ty, to out-face an upſtart conceit, of ſome 
giddie heads, that condemne all formes of 


prayer (be they never ſo holy) becauſe ſuch. 


Now whatſhould a man doe with ſuch

cers of the Goſpell, or for the teachers of 
it ; and why then was not St. Paul an E- 
vangeliſt, who profeſled to bee a teacher 
of the Goſpell to the Gentiles ? Theſe 
reaching Evangeliſts, you dreame to bee 
of two lorts ; the one, thole that had or- 
dinary places and pitts ; the other extra- 
ordinary : But tell mee firs , for my lear- 
ning ; where doe you find thoſe ordinary- 
placed, and ordinary-gitted Evangeliſts 2 
unleſſe you meane to comprile all Prea- 
chers under this name ? and then a Biſhop 
may be an Evangeliſt alſo ; ſo, as the dife 
ference of a Biſhop and an Evangeliſt 
vaniſheth. The truth is, theſe ordinary 
Evangeliſts are a new fiction ; their true 


imployment was to bee ſent by the A- 


poltles, from place to place, for the prea- 
ching of the Goſpell, without a ſetled re- 
fidence upon any one charge ; upon this 
advantage, you raiſe a flight argument, 
That St. Pau/ beſought Timothy to abide 
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at Epbeſus. I. Tim. I. 3. which had been 


ancedlefſe importunity ithe had had the 
Epiſcopall charge of #pheſus ; for then he 
muſt have neceflarily reſided there:wher- 
as you recite {everall proofes and occaſi- 
ons of his abſence , which will appeare to 
be of little force, ifa man doe duely con- 
{ider the ſtate of thoſe times : the neceſlj- 


ty whereof in-that firſt plantation of the 


Goſpell, madeeven the moſt fixed Stars 
planetary, calling them, frequently, from 
the places of their abode; to thole lervices

before the Biſhops face ; and would bave " 9 
them ſome diref1ons, how to carry themſelves to 
their Biſhop : In all which, Brethren, you 
goe upon a wrong ground ; will ye grant 
that theſe aſſembled perions were Prel- 
byters, and not Biſhops? under ſome Bi- 
ſhop, though not under Timothy 2 other- 
wiſe, why doe you argue from the want of 
directions to them, as inferiours ? but if 
they were indeed Biſhops , andnot mere 
Presbyters, ( as the word it {elfe imports) 
your argument 1s loſt : For then the 
charge is equally given to 7Timothy,and all 
the reſt ; and it wasno forgetfulneſſe to 
call themas they were : you are ſtraight 
ready to reply , how unpoſſble it is ( accor- 
ding to us ) there ſhould be many Biſhops in 
one City;and bere were many 'Prebyters from R- 
pheſus : but let me mind you, that though 
thele Presbyters were ſent for from 
Epheſus , yet they werenot ſaid to be all 
of 
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of Epheſus : Thither they were called to 
meet St.Paul in all Iikel:hood, from divers 
parts, which he ſeemes to imply, when he 
faith ; Te all amongſt whom I have gone , prea- 
ching the Kingdome of God ; intimaring, the 
ſuper-intendents of ſeyerall places; fo as, 
notwithſtanding theſe urged probabili- 
ties, Ttmothy might have been, both before 
this time, and at that preſent Biſhop of 
Epheſus ; after which, if Paul tooke him 


-along with him to Hzeraſalem, this is no 


derogation to his Epiſcopacy : And if T:- 
mothy were yet,after this,priſoner with St, 
Paulat Rome, (as you argue from Hebr,x 3, 
23.) this isno derogationfrom his Ep:ſ- 
copacy at Epheſus ; But to-cut the ſinewes 
of all this ſtrong proofe of your compu- 
tation , itismore than probable, thar, 
whereas the whole Hiſtory of the 4t&s 
ends with Pauls firſt being at Fone, that 
Apoſtle ſurvived divers yeares, and paſſed 
many travells,and did many great matters 


for the plantation, and ſetling of Chur- 


ches, whereof we can look for no account 
from Scripture, ſave by ſome glances in 
his following Epiſtles ; into which time,

ſucceeding generations : And we do moſt

upon Presbyters, or to accuſe them with» 
out juſt grounds, and without legall pro- 
ceedings ? As ior your laſt queſtion , I 
mult tell you it 15 no better raiſed than 
upon an 1gnorant negative. Did the 

| Apoſtle 
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Apoſtle fay,rezect none but an Heretick ? 
Did he not wiſh, would to God they were 
cut oft that trouble you ? Is it not cer- 
tainly proved true, that ſome Schiſmatick, 
may be worſe than ſome Heretick ; which 
I ſpeake not ſo, as to traduce any of our 
unconforming brethren, whoſe conſcien- 
ces are un{ctled inthe point of this meane 
difterence, as guilty of that hatefull 
crime : but to convince the abſurdity of 
our queſtioniſts ; after whote 1]] raiſed ca- 
vills, thus fully antwered, wee have no

Secondly, that the practiſe of 
the whole Church , both before and 
after Epiphamues , is by ſuch cleare te- 
ſtimonies convinced to bee contrary : 
famous, and irrefragable, is that Ca-

in one City there might not bee two 
Biſhops: ſo before this, Corzelus wri- 
ring to the Biſhop of Antwch , ob-.

that in a Catholike Church there 
ought to be but one Biſhop 3 Andit 
18 a knowne word of the Confeſfors 
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of old, in Cyprians time , one G OD, 


one Lord, one Biſhop : Make much 
(if you pleaſe ) of this conceit - of 
yours , that Epiphantus his Neigh- 


_ bour-hood might acquaint him well 


with the Condition of the Afian 
Churches : But let mee adde, that 
you ſhall approve your ſelves meere 
ſtrangers to all the rules and practi- 
ſes of antiquity : if you ſhall ſtand 
upon: the generall plurality of Bi- 
ſhops in the ſame City , or Dioces : 
And laſt of all, remember, that 
Epephanius reckons up /Zrius' as an 
Hereticke, for holding Presbyters e- 
quall with Biſhops. © 
_ Your third argument , that there is 


nothing ſaid in. theſe ſeven. Epiſtles , 


that mplyes a ſuperiority , is anſwered 
by the very Superſcription of each 
Letter, which 1s, wn) ayias To the An-® 
gel: and much more by the matter of 
the {everall Epiſtles : For what rea- 
fon were it for an ordinary Presbyter 
tO. 
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to bee taxed for that, which hee 
hath no -power to redreſſe ? Thar 
the Angel of *Pergamus ſhould bee 
blamed for the Tavkng of - thoſe 
which hold the DoGrine of Balaam, 
or the Nzcolattans, when hee had no 
power to proceed againſt them ? or 
| the Angel of the Church of Thyatira, 
. for ſuffering the Woman 7ezabel, 
(if it muſt bee ſo read) to teach, 
and ſeduce, when hee had no power 
of publick cenſure to reſtraine her ? 
But what need wee ſtand upon con- 
zecturall anſwers, to convince you 
in this plea, aslikewile1n the ſuppo -

In the firſt, That Epiſcopacy is no pre- 
judice of Soveraigntie, I juſtly prove, for 
rhatthere is a compatibleneſle in this caſe of 
Gods act, and the Kings. It is God thar 
makes the Biſhop , the King thart gives the 
Biſhoprick : What can you lay tothis ? 

You tell us you have already proved that 
God never madea Biſhop , as hee ftandsin 
{uperiority over Presbyters, So youtoldus , 
and that is enough . we were hard heaited 
if we would not believe you: When as we 
have made good by undeniable proofs, that 
(beſides the grounds which our Saviour 
layd of thisimparity ) the bleſled Apoltles 
by inſpiration from God, made this difte- 
rence in a perſonall ordaining of ſome a- 
bove the reſt, and giving expreſle charge 
of Ordination and Iuriſdiftion to thole

ſele& perſons, in Church-government, the 
Biſhops have ever ſince ſucceded. 

Tell us not therefore, that if we diſclaim 
theinfluence of Soveraignty into. our Crea- 
tion;and aſſertthat the King doth notmake 
us Biſhops , we muſt have no being ar all; 
For, that the Reader may ſee you ſtop your 
owne mouth, anſwer mee, I beſeech you, 
Where, or when ever did the King create a 
Biſhop ? name the man, and take the cauſe, 
Ir pleaſes his Majeſty to give his Congedeliey 
for a Biſhops Eleion to his See, to ſignifie 
his Royall aſſent thereunto-, upon which 
the Biſhop is ſolemnly ordained by the im- 
poſition of the hands of the Metropolitan, 
and other his Brethren, and theſe doe , as 
from God, inveſt him in his holy Calling, 
which he exerciſes in that place , which is 
deſigned and given by his Majeſty : What 


can bemore plaine then this truth ? As for 


that unworthy cenſure which you paſſe 


upon the juſt compariſon of Kings in or- 
der to Biſhops and Patrons in order to their 
Clerks, it ſhall be acknowledged, well dee 
ſerved, if you ſhall be able to make good 
the diſparity ; When be ſhell prove (you ſay) 
that: 
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that the Patron gives miniſteriall power to his 
Clerke, as the King gives Epiſcopall power to the 
Biſhop , it may be of ſome conducement to his 
cauſe ; Shortly, brethren , the ſame day that 
you ſhall ſhewy me thar the King, ordained 
a Biſhop, the ſame day will I ſhew you that 
a Patron ordained a Presbyter : The Patron 
gives the Benefice to the one , the King 
gives the Biſhopricke to the other , neither 
of them doe give the Office , or Calling to 
either. Goe you therefore with your Frier 
9:mon, to your Cell , and conſult with your 
Covent for morerealonand wit, then you 
ſhew in this, and the next ſcornfull Paras 
Lraph , wherein whiles you floutat my mo- 
deft coceſſion withanunbeſeeming frump, 
you are content ſilently to balke that my ſe- 
condanſ{wer , which you know was too 
hot, or too heavy for your fatisfaCtion ; 

In the ſecond , The Impurtation preten- 
ded to be caſt by, enet uponall the Refor- 
med Churches , which want this govern- 
ment ; I indevoured ſo to fatisfe , thatl 
might juſtly declinethe envy , which is in- 
tended to bethereby raiſed againſt us : For 
which cauſe; I profeſſed that wee doe love 
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and honour thoſe our ſiſter Churches , as 
the dear Spouſe of Chriſt, and give zealous 
zeſtimonies of my well wiſhing to them . 
Your uncharitableneſle offers to -choak 
me with thoſe ſcandalous cenſares,and diſ- 
gracefull terms which ſome of ours have 
let fall upon thoſe Churches, andtheiremi- 
nent profeſſors, which | confeſle,it is more 
eaſie to beſory for , then (on ſome hands) 
to excuſe ; Theerrour of atew may notbe 
imputed to all: - 

My juſt defence is that no ſuch conſe- 
quentcan be drawn from our opinion for 
as much as the Divine or Apoſtolical right, 
which wee hold, goes not ſo high , asif 
there werean expreſſe command thar,upon 
an abſolute neceſſity there muſt be either 
Epiſcopacy,or no Church ; but fo far only, 
thatitboth mayand oughtto be, How fain 
would you here find me ina contradiQis 


on ? Whiles I one-where reckon Epilcopa-- 


cyamongltmatrters eſſential to the Church;

The queſtion which youask concerning

hands in reformed Churches abroad , is 


meerly perſonal , neither can: challenge

anſwers, that what fault foever may bee

and they doe well to defend it, butthey did 
not tell you they would not (if oportuinity 
were offered )be content with abetter.l am 
deceived 
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deceived if their own publique Conftitu- 
tions be not ſtill concluded with the pow» 
er of a Change;and1 have elſewhere ſhove. 
ed out of Fregevilleus, that this order of 
government was in their Churches ar firſt | 
only proviſionall; and inſtanced in thoſe 
teſtimonies of approbation , which their 
learned Divines have freely given to our 
forme of adminiſtration, which I ſhall not 
now ſtand either to repeat, or multiply, 
Let it be enough for the preſentto ſay ; that 
upon my certain knowledg, many eminent 
Divines of the Churches abroad havecar- 
neſtly wiſhed themſelves in our condition, 
and have applauded and magnified our 
Church , as the moſt famous , exempla« 
ry and glorious Church in the whole Chri- 
ſtian World.So as I wanted not good rea- 
fon, forthat which you are pleaſed to ſtyle 
prelumprtuous,aſlertion : 

"But the reaſon of my aſſertion 1s yet 
ſomore offenſive that you wonder how 1t 
could fall from my Pen ; 

That there is little difference in the governs 
ment of other proteſtant Churcbes and our 
owne ſave inthe perpetaity of their Moderator- 


ſhip 
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(hip, and the excluſion of Lay Elders; A paſſage, 

belike as you lay, of admirable abſurdity. But 

ſoft , brethren., lam afraid, firſt, leaſt you 
ſpeak of what you know not; ſpeake not. 
onely of the next Churches of France, and: 
the Netherland, 1 ſpeake of them ina gene. 
rality, as onethat (if this place would beare 
it) could give a particular account of them 
all: neither can your cavills worke my re- 
pentance. You tell me of the Moderator 
in Geneva ( as if all the Church of God 
were included in thoſe ſtrait walls) I could 
tell you of the Superintendents ofthe Chure 
ches of Germany , of the Prepofiti in the 
Churches of Weteraw, Heſvia, Anhalt, of the 
Seniores,in Tranſylvania,Polonia,Bobemia;Bur: 
what of the Moderator in Geneva ? He is 
not of a Superiour Order to his Brethren , 
Bur ler mee tell you , when Maſter Calvin. 
was Moderator there , as hee conſtant- 
ly was for many yeeres no Biſhop in 


England (wayed more, then he did in that 


Caurch : andeven in the-Low Countries 
how much the Deputati Synodt , after they 
had been frequently imployed in-thoſe ſer- 
vices, (as for inſtance, my ancient and tru« 
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ly-reverend friend MF. Bogermannus prevai- 
led) & with what authority they carry the 
affaires of the Church, it is not hard toun- 
derſtand , for thoſe other circumſtances , 
which you are pleaſed to metion, were the 
moderatorſhip perpetual,;they would ſoon 
accordingly vary;and if not ſo,yet you may 
remember , thatI ſaid not, no difference at 
all bur, little, whereof your well affe&tednes 
to our Government can make this uſe , that 
then the Abrogation of Epiſcopacy will be wrought 
with the leſſe difficulty , and occaſion the leſſe di. 
ſturbance ; The old word is; welfare a friend 
in a corner ; ſill youare for the deſtruQive: 
nonebut the Babylonian note{ounds wellin 
your eare, Downe with it, downe with it 
_ evento the ground: Butthe God of Heaven 
whoſe cauſe itis, will, we hope vindicate 
his owne ordinance,(o long perpetuated to 
his Church, from all your vielent and ſub- 
tile machinations, and prevent the utmoſt 
danger of your already ſufficiently rayſed 
diſturbance. 
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raja the Lay Presbytery I ſaid, 
and [ay ſtill moſt juſtly , that ic never 
had footing in the Church of God till this 
preſent age ; Theſe wits cry out in great 
{port, ſee How like the man looks to Dottour 
Hall , im his irrefragable Propoſitions ; Truly, 
Brethren, as like him, as yee arelike your 
| ſelves: who are ſtillſcorntull and infolent : 
But though ye be commonly ſpightfull, yer 
you are ſo ſeldome witty,that we may well 
bear with you,for once : Be he like, who he 
will, D. Hall will ſbfficiently defend both 
thofe propoſitions , and this Remonſtrance 
vat all your impotent cavils ; For this, 
concerning the queſtioned Lay-presvytery, 
you makea faire flouriſh to little purpoſe ; 
You do wilely to omit thoſe three knowne 
texts, which the World knows have beene 
fo throughly canvaled and eluded, and thar 
famous text of an acknowledged counter- 
feit, Ambroſe, looften exploded ; Wee ſhall 
have now new ſtuffe from you , but of as 
little 
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lictle worth ; Surely had the foregoing Pa- 
trons of your Lay-Elderſhip found that 
they could have received any colour of pro- 
tection from theſe places of antiquity, al- 
leaged by you, they had not, after the raking 
of all the channels of time, forborne the ut- 
molt urging of theſe your teſtimonies, in 

their favour and defence; but they well ſaw 

how little reaſon there was, to preſle thoſe 
unproving evidences, which you will needs 

urge as convictive. 

Your teſtimony from Origen cannot bur Orie.comra | 
ſhame you,jf yetyou can bluſh;,You feared ©/**4 |, 
to cite the Chapter that in ſo long a Booke, | 
you might not bediſcovered. | 

But theſcope of the place is cleerly thus : 
Origen is upon compariſon of the Philoſo- 
phers, and Chriſtians in their care of teach- 
ing .Nam ili ({cil. Philoſopht) propalam apud . 
pulgus differentes non ſunt curioſt in diſcernen- 
dis auditoribus , &c. For the Philoſopher, 
ſaith hee, in their publike diſcourſes to the 
peopleare not curious in the differencezof 
their anditors:but every one rhar liſts,comes, 
and heares them ar pleaſure ; Bur the Chri- 
ſtians. dee, what they may , carefully pre- 
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examine the minds of thoſe that deſire to 
heare them ; and firſt they doe privately ſo, 
to thoſe that are bewitched ( with Paga- 
niſme ) before they bee received into the 
Congregation 2 And when they ſeemeto 
have comne on lo far, as to be defirous to 
live honeſtly , then do they bring themin 
bur in diſtin& degrees 3 the one of thoſe 
which are newly admitted but have not 
 yctatrained (the cognizance of their Purifi- 
cation,) Baptiſme ; the other of thoſe 
which are now comneonfo far as to pro- 
feſſe the Chriſtian Religion ; in; this latter 
rank are appointed fome, which do inquire 
into the lives and manners of thoſe that 
comes that they may be a means to keep 
off ſuch Candidates of Religion as do car- 
ry themſelves amiſle , from their Aſſem- 
blies: and thereſtthat are like themſelves, 
they may gladly receive : In which paſſage 
it is moſt evident that Origen ſpeaks of 
thoſe which are newly admitted into the 
Church, who by reaſon of their late know- 
ledge and acquaintance with thoſe which 
they left behind them in Pagan ſuperſtiti- 
on, might bee fat Monitours to Haw, 
an 
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and notifie the condition of fuch Candi- 
dates as did offer rocome intothe Church,
